‘Hit Where It Hurts, 
Khrushchev Hams It Up 


Britain’s Prime Minister Macmillan 
sent Nikita Khrushchev into another tan- 
trum yesterday. The boorish Soviet pre- 
mier, whose antics are becoming more 
than tiresome, engaged in another arm- 
waving and shouting demonstration which 
might be quite in place in Moscow’s Pre- 
sidium but not on the floor of the United 
Nations. 

Macmillan wasn’t as nice as President 

Eisenhower had been before him. He 
named names and cited facts and figures. 
He debunked Khrushchev’s hypocrisies 
and propaganda, reminding him and the 
U.N. audience that in the past 12 years 
2,500,000 persons had fled from the Com- 
munis§ “paradise of East Germany.” 
Khrushchev came to the United Na- 
tions obviously to confuse; obstruct and 
bully. He has made no proposals which he 
could have thought had a chance of ac- 
ceptance. His long-range objectives seem 
to be to force the resignation of Dag 
Hammarskjold and to make a distorted 
pitch to the neutral and new nations of 
Asia and Africa. In sowing the seeds of 
dissension and distrust, he plays for time 
and concessions—however meager. 
The West is aware of his game and 
fears it. Macmillan exposed it again. But 
in forcing the new nations of Africa to 
neutralism, he has won a considerable 
victory and fertile ground for Commu- 
nist infiltration.

Certainly the first step to solution is 
an understanding of economic potential.

Butts has consistently reminded his young folks that underrating 
South Carolina is a fatal mistake. He cites as reference the last 
two engagements with the Gamecocks. 


Army introduced South Carolina to the lonesome end formation 
in 1958 and whaled the Gamecocks, 45-8. On the following week 
South Carolina rebounded and bopped a dazed Georgia outfit, 24-14. 


Georgia had only one dent in its shining Southeastern Conference 
crown last year. South Carolina upended the Bulldogs, 30-14, and 
Butts forecast the upset. 


Always a pessimistic citizen, Butts warned that Georgia simply 
was not ready to play a football game the week the Bulldogs visited 
Columbia. And Georgia did not play. 


Now comes a chance for revenge and what does Butts think 
about Georgia’s prospects for victory? 

“lf we make mistakes and have to play their kind of 
game, we'll be in serious trouble,” Butts said. “We can’t run 
up the middle on their line. We'll have to throw the ball and 
run wide. If we can do that, we have a good chance to win.” 


Butts will not be cheered by the message from Duke Coach 
Bill Murray, who says that South Carolina is a much stronger team 
than last week’s 31-0 score indicated. 


“South Carolina took our passing attack with a grain of salt,” 
says Murray. “We caught Warren Giese's team by surprise.” 


—The Coach Is ‘Up’ for This One 


It remains to be seen whether the Georgia squad is ready for 
combat against South Carolina, but Coach Butts is definitely ‘‘up” 
for this one. He told the Athens TD Club Wednesday night that he 
was indeed tired of watching Coach Giese ride across the field on 
his players’ backs for the post-game handshake. And it’s common 
knowledge in the coaching trade that Butts and Giese are not 
friendly rivals. 


In discussing the future outlook for the Bulldogs, Butts said that 
he simply did not know how his men would fare. 


“We've never worked harder than we have this fall,” he said, 
‘“‘and this team wants to win. But as I've said all along we don't 
have the depth at certain spots.” 


One of the spots, of course, is end where the loss of Don 
Tomberlin with a broken hand is a damaging blow. The end 
corps already had been weakened when Bobby Green was re- 
turned to tackle as a replacement for ailing Fred Lawrence. 


Tomberlin has been a pleasant surprise, emerging as the out- 
standing defensive performer in the Alabama and Vandy battles. 
Guard Roy Betsill sprained an ankle Wednesday afternoon and 
center Walter Bedingfield already had been declared out of Satur- 
day combat. Thus, the Bulldogs have four players who probably 
won't suit up. 

But the Bulldogs will show up, and they are apt to make a fine 
showing against the Gamecocks. But more about that topic to- 
morrow. 

Meanwhile, Coach Butts should find some consolation in the 
title of the Saturday show featuring the Dixie Red Coat band: 
“They Can't Take That Away From Me” is the theme, presumably 
referring to last year’s championship.
